PLANS FEASIBLE 



Decentralisation of Govern- 
ment Advocated 1>y 
Spoke Club 

"Now that SIontr(<al has liecomo a 
largo city, she needs a government 
befitting a municipality of thai order, 
.ind ."iioh a government I.s provided 
by tho borough system", w.m, in 
ctfeet, tho dccliiioii reached last night 
at tho Civic Evening of tlio Y..M.C.A.. 
al which J. C. lîonnr and K. X. .Mills, 
representing tho "Y" Spoke Club dc- 
fealcd A. J. Jtnrshall and H. H. Tees 
o: tlio I'reshinan Sophoinoro Debating 
Club. Tho re.'olutlon was, "Hcyolved 
Ih.n .T borough Kysteni of governnient 
is fc.isiblo for Greater .Montreal. 

Tho first speaker was J. C. Bonar, 
who described tho borough system as 
dccentr.ill.'cd government (Vlth con- 
traliwd administnition of tho m.-i.in 
services. He described tho present 
.«ystem as ono featuring ln.ck of co- 
ordination, town planning, or effective 
traffic control. In order to remedy 
this condltloii, recourse must be made 
to cither centralisation of the~borough 
sy.steni, but tho speaker quoted Prof. 
Ue!d of the University of .Michigan 
to showvtho dlsadv,antagc of the form- 
er system, leaving tho other as the 
only alternative. 

As some ot tho advantages ot this 
system, tho greater pride which 
would result from smaller municipal 
units, the greater proximity t>ctwcen 
the electors .ind tho officers, the 
cheaper clcctlonK, and tho reduction 
In. time necessary for carrying out the 
duties and tho consequent enabling ot 
more qualified men to take office 
were brousht up. 

Montreal Too Small 

Attai-liint; iho motion, 11. H. Tees 
tompiircd tho system to n suit, clalm- 
Inf that it must bo suitable In every 
respect In order to fulfill the qualifi- 
cation ot fenslblllty. norought, he de- 
cliirtd, may be till very ■well for such 
big Pities as London and New York, 
but Montreal Is as yet too small for 
such a step, f.'lvic pride la also fost- 
tvod by competition between the var- 
ious munlclpallllcH of tho Island, und 
no great use would be served by the 
artificial unification and splitting up

view to the Daily early this morning, 
relating their version of the fracas 
which look place in the Union at the 
Informal Dance after the Hockey game 
last night. 

The crowd of students started out 
al the I'orum, and began on organised 
march down St. Catherine St. By 
the, timo they had reached Guy .St. 
they hîid cut tl;c trolley-cords on 
about ten tram-cai-s. Going down St. 
Catherine/ they knocked over a. post- 
bos. Two policemen, noticing this, 
tried to arrest two of Iho leaders, 
members of tho class of Arts '33, who 
wore. feeling In high spirits after at- 
tending their cla« banquet. The 
crowd, ■ however, refused to depart 
without their leaders, and l.h« cops 
were forced to relinquish their vic- 
tims. Tho parado continued down the 
street, and slopped at the Palace 
Theatre long enough to force open the 
doors and l)real< several windows; this 
was enough, however, to frighten sev- 
eral woinen patrons Into tainling, and 
the wave oC student crilhusiasm 'pass- 
ed on.

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Graduate; Organizations 

A correspondent suggest.-; the forma- 
lion of some organization for tlic purpose 
of drawing together llic members of gra- 
duate schools in the University. He men- 
tions the isolation of the upper students 
at the present time, points to their consti-, 
lutional disabilities and concludes by ask- 
ing vhy they dd not form a society for 
the purpose of bringing the different 
groujjs of gradua tc? togetiier. 

It is an undoubted fact tliat llie two 
liuiidred .students enrolled in the Faculty 
of Graduate Studies and Research are 
.'^omewhat left out of university life. They 
have no place on the Students' Executive 
Council because they are not members of 
the Students' Society; the undergraduate 
societies, of course, are not for graduates, 
and in short, there is no organized author- 
ity which can be said truly to represent 
this small outcast group. 

True, they may be members of athle- 
tic teams and they may hold any position 
on the Daily, but even these favors are 
granted with a certain amount of reluct- 
ance. 

Another authoritative organization 
would do little more than obscure an al- 
ready cloudy political horizon, for if there 
is one thing in which McGiil abounds it 
is'sectional clubs and Jegiitlative societies. 
Of these latter there are already three: — 
one for the men, one for the women and 
one for Macdonald College. Another would 
do just a little more towards greying the 
hair of reformers. 

Eut certainly the graduates need 
some kind of an organization. They might 
put out their own Annual, organize meet- 
ings of interest to graduates, and devise 
a financial scheme whereby each one could 
be brought to pay for his copy of the Daily. 
Let the graduates organize, but let them 
al.so beware of how they do it. 



The Last Lap 

Somehow or another after January 
has been left behind the remainder of the 
.second term seems to pass so much more 
(luickly than the corresponding part of the 
first half of the college year. It may be 
the re.sult of increased entrgy applied to 

' studies, or that more student activities arc 
in action, or that the "end" is in sight.

- term opens they may find it fairly easy 

* to maintain this speed, or at least to keep 
fairly close to it. On the other hand, the 
failures or successes incurred in the Jan- 
uary examinations may form a source of 
inspiration for the remainder of the .ses- 
sion. It is as.sumed that the more one's 

■ time is taken up the faster the time .seems 

, to pass. 

And there is more in the way of stu- 
dent activity to absorb one's "spare" time 
during the first month of the second term 
than during the like period of the earlier 
one. Many of the major social functions 
take place at this time; hockey is at its 
. height besides the numerous other sports 
' scheduled for mid-winter. 

For many, the second term is not 
^merely the harbinger of the "end" of a 
,year; it Is often the last lap in a literal 
' .sense. Some anticipate the last lap, look- 
; ing foward to the time when college ties 
(will be severed. The majority, it would 
jseem, while welcoming the opportunity to 
jput into practice some of tlie ideas gather- 
ied at university, are not in a liurry to 
leave behind them the routine which they 
have been following for four years or more. 

And so for all these reasons the last 
jlap slips away into, the past, faster and 
fsater as May approacjica.

of these units.' Concluding, ho object- 
ed to tho hugo machinery nccessarj* 
for such a system, as lending itself to 
blockage and lack of efficiency, and 
to tho forcing of the .system on munl- 
clpolltlcs which might object lo los- 
ing their, indcpcndancc. 

E. N. NIlls, who rose to dcfen(l the 
motion, defined an ideal system of 
municipal government as one which is 
efficient and economical, and one 
which raises civic prido and In 
which tho citizens can tako on Intel- 
ligent Interest. As approaching this 
Ideal, tho borough sy.stcm would en- 
able the voters to cxorciso better con- 
trol over their officers, and so raise 
the intelligence of tlic council, "to 
almost approximate tho standard of 
tho citizens." It would also bo cosier 
for the general citizenry to follow the 
finances of tho city, sinco Iho.io would 
lio divided up into scparalo budgets 
for each borougli, which would be- 
mor.o liitelllglbto than tho complicated 
mass which must bo ploughed through 
at present. Other advantages, accord- 
ing ' to tiio speaker, would bo better 
town planning, Htabilisnllon of pro- 
perty values on account of iinltorni 
building laws. Finally, ho quoted 
many prominent .Montreal citizens ;ih 
advocates of tills plan. 

Taking up tho cudgels for tho ne- 
gative,' A. 'J. Marslmlt described the 
borough tyslem" of London which had 
i)cen painted in such glowing terms 
by the affirmative. This system, he 
claimed, was csscnti;il in London, 
wlioro lliero were :i l:uj:e iiiiiiilier of 
liltio hamlets which li-iil siown up 
throughout the centuries and, h.aving 
m.any historical assocl.atlons, objected 
to .any form -of government wlilcli 
would cause them to lose their Inde- 
pi'ii'leiiro. Til" sltiiatlnn was al.so 
ciinipiloaled liy Uie ■fact that llii^ru 
was no aiillioril.v wliatsoover to .•n-t 
as tlio provincial government docs 
sInco tho various municipalities com- 
prised in Greater London aro situated 
in rive countries. It was this slliia- 
Uon which caii.so the borough ."systoni 
to take form in London, but it is one 
v.bicli does not exist at present In 
Montreal. 

Furthermore, ho went on,, any divi- 
sion into borouglis which must take 
place, sinco tlio city Is too big to bo 
ono unit, must bo along raco Unes, 
and so would causo even greater coni- 
pllcatlons In tho race question.
